Naval disarmament among tho na- 
tions of the world is regarded by 
Frank B. Kellogg, former secretary 
of State, as a natural step to fol- 
low the general treaty for the re- 
unciatlon of war and one which 
should be pushed forward by the 
naval powers. 


Mr. Kellogg, whose name is link- 


ed with that of Foreign Minister 
Briand of France in the popular 
title of the treaty, came to Wash- 
ington at the invitation of Presi- 
dent Hoover and Secretary Stim- 
son to witness the ceremony of the 
final proclamation of the pact for 
which he worked so strenuously 
while in office. 


"At the outset," he told the As- 
sociated Press In an interview, "I 
want to express my full apprecia- 
tion of the efforts of Foreign Min- 
ister Briand of France In the part 
which he played in cooperating in 
the final consummation of the ef- 
fort toward the 
preservation of 
world peace, 


"M. Briand 
first initiated the 


neace effort in his message to the 
American people through the As- 
sociated Pi-ess on the occasion of 
the anniversary of America's en- 
trance into the world war a little 
more than two years ago. Since 
that time, we have seen the pact 
accepted by nearly all of the na- 
tions of the world and I am entire- 
ly confident that it will be accept- 
ed by all of the nations."

Pointers For The Efficient Farmer

(By U. S. Dept. of Agriculture.) 
Most cows need a rest of from 


four to six weeks between lacta- 
tion periods. High-producing cows 
need eight weeks. 


Cucumbers for market should not 
be cleaned with a cloth or brush, 
as this destroys the small sp.nej 
and the "frosty" finish of fresh cu- 
cumbers. 
The best way to wash 


off dirt it to put the cucumjjers In 
clean cold water and stir 
them 


slightly. 


...Special care should be taken at 
Mis time of year with milk and 
cream that Is shipped from _ the 
tarm. 
MHk stands at the roadside

The summer silo usually Is the 
best means of supplementing short, 
drled-up .pastures In July and Aug- 
ust. For a herd of 12 to 20 cows, 
a silo from 10 to 20 feet in diame- 
ter is well suited, as the silage can 
be fed fast enough to preven spoil- 
Ing. Silage will keep for several

from one season to. another. 


During the summer the dipping

able supplement to short pastures- 


The safest manner of disposing 


of carcasses of animals or. the farm 
is to burn them to ashes; the next 
safest way is to cover them with 
lime and bury them deeply. If a 
carcass Is left on the ground, birds, 
dogs, and other animajs may feed 
on it and spread disease and para- 
sites.

THE PRESS AND THE 


JUDICIARY. 


In the prosectution of the 


editor and chief editorial 
writer of the Cleveland Press 
for contempt of court aris- 
ing from published criticism 
of an injunction, purporting 
to restrain the sheriff of Cu- 
yahoga county from interfer- 
ing with certain race track 
operations, 
are 
involved 


grave issues affecting the 
freedom of the press and the 
rights of the public. These 
issues must be decided on 
appeal from the decision of 
the judge who found the de- 
fendants guilty and sentenc- 
ed them. 


Freedom of the press in 


dealing with the administra- 
tion of justice has its reason- 
able limitations. It has been 
pretty clearly 
establishec 


that publications calculated 
or likely to influence the de- 
cision of a pending case-are 
contemptuous and therefore 
outlawed. Such publications 
are obstructive to orderly 
processes and inimical to the 
public interest. But the pow- 
ers of the courts to maintain 
their dignity and claim to 
popular respect do not ex- 
tend to the suppression of 
criticism of completed acts 
and the doings of members 
of the judiciary, as of other 
public officers, are legitim- 
ately subject to public exam- 
ination. 


In the Cleveland case the 


cause upon which comment 
was made was - not 
longer 


pending, and the action of 
the judge in determining 
whether or not an injunction 
should be granted could not 
be influenced thereby. The 
issue is whether the comment 
of the newspaper was justi- 
fied by the facts and made 
in good faith; and it will re- 
quire action by a 
higher 


court to determine whether 
such an issue, in these cir- 
cumstances, could be decid- 
ed by the sitting judge in a 
citation for contempt. 


The right of the press to 


assay the acts of the judici- 
ary is fundamental, and can- 
not be abridged. The right 
must be exercised within 
awful bounds, preserving 
.he administration of justice 
!rom duress or interference. 
!t is important that both 
'udges and newspape'rs 'shall 
understand their privileges 
and immunities, and the ap- 
peal from the Cleveland con- 
,empt case should add mea- 
surably to the body of prece- 
dent that defines proper 
newspaper functions in shap- 
ng public opinion of judi- 
cial procedure.

of the Cleburne public schools, was 
the main speaks* at the regular

subject of a very Interesting talk 
the pecan industry in Texas, it's 
possibilities and care of trees. Bil- 
ly Mack, tap dancer extraordinary, 
now appearing at the Ideal Thea- 
tre, appeared before the club and 
danced several numbers. 
Visitors at the meeting were W. 
A. Tarver, chairman of the State 
Insurance Commission, a member

The speaker was introduced by 
Robert Cooksey, 
local 
nursery 


owner, with whom Mr. Brown is 
staying for several days, inspect- 
ng the paean groves in Navarro 
county. 
In his introductory remarks the 
speaker stated that to most peo- 
ple's minds the word "nuts" was 
:he same as pecans, but for a short 
.Ime he wished to talk about an- 
other kind of "nut." 
It is the 
nut" that makes the world move 
on; we might, call them "cranks." 
The United States owes a great 
leal to three presidents who were 
dubbed "nuts" or "cranks" by their 
opponents; 
these 
were 
Grover 


Cleveland, Theodore-Roosevelt and 
Woodrow Wilson, Mr. Brown de- 
clared. Great Pecan State. 
Turning to the subject of the pe- 
can industry, the speaker declared 
hat Texas has latent possibilities 
of being the greatest pecan pro- 
ducing state in the nation, but at 
he present the value of the crop 
s comparatively small. Most peo- 
ile are Immune from the idea that 
ilants need certain cultivation as 
do animals and will respond to 
reatment as quickly as do live- 
lock, he continued. 
"In my short tour of Navarrn 
ounty this morning, I firmly be- 
ieve there are enough native trees 
o make this county a great pecan 
iroducing center," Mr. Brown stat- 
:d."I am particularly Interested In 
riving the native trees a chance," 
he speaker declared, and contin- 
ued, saying: "This,can be done by 
ilearlng out around the trees and 
iy careful cultivation they can be 
made to pay great profits. In this 
connection, the speaker cited nu- 
merous Instances where the native 
ress on tracts of land had been 
properly cared for and the profits 
lerlved from them by the owners. 
As surely as the success of an 
operation depend largely on 
the 
reatment given after -the opera- 
ion, so does the success of the pe- 
can Industry depend on, the after 
care which .pays, the -greatest divi- 
dends, Mr. Brown: declared.

History records the race between 
the Robert E. Lee and the Natchez 
as a race betwen the "Monarchs of 
the Mississippi" at that time. Both 
were large and superb passenger 
boats and there had been much ri- 
valry between them. 
Each boat had a large following 


of backers and feeling grew so high 
that It was considered a race would 
be necessary. 
Then, on June 30, 1870, while the 


two boats were lying near one an- 
other at New Orleans, the Lee sud- 
denly drew in her hawser and back- 
ed out a few minutes before the 
starting time of the Natchez. Ev- 
erybody knew what It meant, and 
the Natchez, accepting the chal- 
lenge also threw off her hawser and 
backed out. 
| 
Freight, passengers and every- 
thing was left behind and the race, 
which had been the talk of river, 
men for months was on. News of 
the race spread like wild fire and 
great crowds lined the river banks 
at towns all along the line. It was 
a neck and neck race for more 
than half the distance, but the Lee 
held the lead and gradually Increas- 
ed it until the finish line was reach- 
ed. The race and the record stood 
out as the most brilliant in tne his- 
tory of western steamboating.

FAMILY OF SEVEN 


THIRST VICTIMS IN 
CALIFORNIA DESERT 


BLrYTHE, Calif., July 25.—W>— 
How a family of seven perished 
of thirst on the scorching desert 
south of here after having drunk 
the water from the radiator of their 
disabled motor car has been re- 
vealed to the police of Blythe by 
six Mexican youths.

FLOWERS, SHRUBS AND TREES 


BOCK GARDENS. 
By D. Victor Lunudon 


(V. S. Dept o« Agriculture.) 
Properties situated 
where 
the 
topography is uneven and on areas 
having 
naturalistic 
vegetation 
prove likely, locations for the es- 
tablishment of a rock garden. 
Owners of such sited are 
fre- 
quently perplexed by having steep 
slopes which wash badly during 
heavy rains and upon which grass 
grows unevenly and is difficult to 
out 
Shade often is also a factor, 
and there are plants suitable for 
rook gardens which thrive In loca- 
tions having limited sunlight. 
The establishment of a rock gar- 
den also serves at times as a means 
of disposing of otherwise undesir- 
able rocks. 
Such materal proves 


effective for use, as native stone 
is recommended rather than a type 
unusual to the locality. However, 
.a pile of stone built up on an other- 
wise level area with no reason for 
it? existence is not advocated. A 
rock garden should 'fit into its sur- 
roundings as a unit in the design. 
In the construction of a rock 
garden one can find no better ex- 
ample than some of the stone out- 
cropplngs existing in nature. 
After studying examples and pho- 
tographs,' the actual work can be- 
gin. Have an abundance of- good 
soil for use in the pockets between 
the rocks. 
Place the stoneg with, weather- 
beaten faces exposed so the top 
surfaces slope back Into the •oil. 
By placing stones at frequent in- 
tervals pockets for plants are form- 
ed. Fill these with good soil with 
which Is Incirporated one-fourth 
leaf mold. Elrm the soil to ex- 
clude all air pockets before doing 
any planting. ' 
For a choice of plants suitable, 
under such conditions consult the 
catalogs of plantsrnen. 
Many of 
them, recognizing the, popularity of 
the rock garden, are printing lists 
of plants suitable for such purposes. 


The rock garden not only will 
prove to be an added attraction to 
home grounds but it may solve the 
problem of treating an area un- 
suited lo any other'method of beau- 
tlflcation. If the site is on a steep 
bank the projecting 
atones will 
stop water from sweeping, down the. 
slope, and when plants are estab- 
lished the spot which presented" a 
problem will become a place of 
beauty.
